The reason why the reparations con- 


ference, which has resumed its sittings at 
Paris, is unable to reach an agreement 
on the question of what Germany shall be 
specifically required to pay. is that the 
conference is political. France approach- 
es the problem solely from this point of 
view. 
She can see her international po- 


sition and her national requirements sole- 
ly in terms of political consequences. 
A 


great deal of French sensitiveness against 
reduction of reparations or modification 
of the terms of payment has been gen- 
erated by politicians who have found this 
Ihe easiest way to maintain their pres- 
tige. The fears about French security are 
of somewhat similar origin: not that 
France has no real hasi* for apprehension 
as to the future, but that her fears have 
been grossly 
exaggerated 
and 
played 


upon by militaristi<e leaders. 


Great Britain also is looking at repara- 


tions through the colored glasses of poli- 
tics, but with better balance than France. 
Great Britain is able to weigh the mat- 
ter with'greater impartiality and greater 
regard to sound economics, but at the 
same, time the political effect'; of any 
conrse she advocates or to which she-gives 
her consent .are of first consideration. 
Just as this attitude characterised her 
part in Ihe making of peace at Paris, so 
it has continued to govern her policies in 
all of the post-war problems. 
The old 


school diplomacy is still in control of the 
chancelleries of Europe and their repre- 
sentatives cannot come together without 
giving first place to expediency and sec- 
ond place to justice and facts. 


These are ihe reasons and the only 


reasons why the reparations issue has not 
been settled. Whatever the truth may be 
•France has given the appearance of pre- 
ferring to keep Germany in economic 
bondage to actually receiving payment of 
the reparations: {his on the theory that 
it would perpetuate the Gorman help- 
lessness. 
Great Britain has not been 


willing to go this far. but her political 
leaders have nevertheless been unable to 
fvolve a compromise solution that would 
he acceptable to France. 
"\Ve do not be- 


lieve German reparations can ever be 
satisfactorily fixed on the political basis. 
'or by political representatives. 
Tt is a 


financial question first of all. and must be 
determined as such. 


For this reason Mr. Hughes proposes 


that a commission of financiers undertake 
to fix what 'Germany shall pay seems to 
be the reasonable and correct method of 
approaching this difficult 
subject. 
Be- 


cause of the relations of reparations to in- 
1fr-allied debts, and particularly those to 
the United States, it is inevitable that we 
must have a financial and economic set- 
tlement of Germany's status, and that, 
the United States must have a hand in 
shaping it. 
Indeed, we do not see how 


the United States can be left out, of the. 
reparations settlement, or how a settle- 
ment can be made without the. assistance 
and cooperation of this country. 
Tho 


United States should have been represent- 
ed on the reparations commission all 
along. 
It, should- be on the commission 


now. and would be were it not for Hie 
obstruction of petty politics in congress. 


Mr. Hughes' proposal circumvents the 


difficulty under which this government 
has conducted its affairs in relation to 
the European mess. 
"We do not see at 


present any other road leading to a re- 
storation of German solvency, and Eu- 
rope cannot ignore the fact that German
